POWERS WILLING TO 


GIVE UP FOOTHOLDS 


BISHOPS FROM ALL OVER THE WORLD 


DISCUSS METHODIST FOREIGN MISSIONS 


Japan Joins With Others In 


Plan To Abandon Lease- 
holds Conditionally 
VICTORYJFOR CHINA 


Agreement Is Most Accom- 


plished Thus Far In The 
Far East Question 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 
3. — Japan, 


Great Britain and Fiance agreed at 
today's secret session of the powers 
to give up "conditionally" their lease- 
holds in China as follows: 


Japan to give 
up Kiat Chau, in 


Shantung, Great Britain to give up 
Wei-Hei-Wei, 
France 
to 
give 
up 


Kwang-Chou-Wan. 


The conditions 
upon 
which the 


three powers agreed to give up their 
holdings in these places were set 
forth in statements submitted by the 


. leaders of the three delegations. 


The initiative was taken 
by 
M. J 


Yiviana 
of France. 
He announced 


that France Is willing under condi- 
tions to give up Kwang-Chou-Wan, 
and his statement of the French po- 
sition was said to have been the most 
complete of any of the powers. 


Great Britain 
followed 
and 
her 


spokesmen announced that she was 
•willing to give up Wei-Hei-Wei under 
conditions outlined. Then Japan fol- 
lowed by announcing that she was 
prepared to get out of Shantung, pro- 
visionally, but the Japanese made a 
reservation where Manchuria was con- 
cerned. 
They asserted 
Japan was 


•willing to discuss evacuation of Port 
Arthur, but that at the present mo- 
ment Japan did not believe it was 
possible to accomplish this. 


Unless the concessions are hedged 


about with nullifying conditions to- 
day's 
development, constitutes 
the 


greatest victory the Chinese have yet 
won. 


It is believed that Japan's agree- 


ment to get out of Shantung is con- 
ditional upon her being allowed to re-' 
tain joint control with the Chinese 
of^ithe Shantung railways. 
' l^he far east committee met for 
fnore than two houis today. 
There 


was some discussion of the spheres 
of influence, but because several of 
the powers concerned desired more 
time, the mam discussion, was post- 
pOTi°rl until next Wednesday. 


The next meeting of the far east 


committee will take place on Wed- 
nesday. 
There will be no meeting 


on Tuesday, as the entire conference 
personnel has been Invited to be pres- 
ent at the capital to hear president 
Harding deliver his message to con- 
gress.

winter of the famine which followed the world war and 


the communist revolution will probably be long remem- 


bered by those who survive in Russia. Cold weather, cold such 
as few Americans have ever experienced, is now adding its 
pains to those induced by long privation. In the United States 
only the wandering, homeless unemployed workers are suffer- 
ing from real hunger, and there is food enough for them. But 
in Russia tens of millions are hungry and millions are in 
imminent danger of starvation. 
i 


If the helpless plight of "human suffering has power to 


awaken sympathy and to evoke relief, the necessity of the starv- 
ing Russians should be supplied. 
By a curious development, 


however, the land which five years ago was counted the most 
conservative in Christendom is now the symbol of revolution. 
Many otherwise generous Americans refrain from giving any aid 
to the Russian peasants of the famine districts on the theory 
that in so doing they would be rendering effectual aid to the 
Bolshevist government. 


That agreement is both untrue and irrelevant. The refusal 


to treat Russians with the consideration due human beings un- 
doubtedly would do more to solidify the Bolshevist power than 
will any charitable gifts to the famine victims. 
Moreover, the 


needs of the stricken people rise above differing views of nation- 
al policy. It is more important that the hungry should be fed 
than that Bolshevism should be attacked. Human life is more 
precious than theories of property. 
i 


In this emergency the American response should be gener- 


ous. The various relief organizations should not fear to appeal 
widely. They should make it possible for Americans to give 
regular sums monthly to the maintenance of these starving peo- 
ple. 
This country has never yet failed to respond to a good 


cause Avhich it understood. Famine-struck Russia will not now , 
be turned away.

The Impossible Third Party 
S 


TOUGHTON COOLEY, in the Freeman, gives a review of 
third parties calculated thoroly to discourage any one plan-" 


ning to start a new one. 
Ruling out the Progressives as pre- 


sumably nothing but a "Republican split," he demonstrates that 
the highest third party vote ever polled_ was the 1,041,028 show- 
ing of the Populists in 1892. 
The Socialists reached their high 


point with 915,302 in 1920. 
With the Prohibitionists 
and 


Farmer-Laborites they attracted only 5.2 per cent, of the voting 
population from the two regular parties. 


Mr. Cooley believes that a much larger body will never be 


attracted. American politics gives ammunition to any one fight- 
ing for such a view, but no proof. 
Examination of the minor 


parties here gives plenty of reason for their failure. They have 
been built around radical-liberal or radical philosophy, or 
around freak programs seeming to Americans of 1921 mere 
curiosities. The two-party system has persisted because these 
parties have never made an effective assault upon it. 


Socialism in the United States has assumed a far more 


doctrinaire and far less practical form than in Europe. The 
various forms of liberalism working outside Democracy or Re- 
publicanism have killed themselves by resolutely turning their 
backs upon opportunistic effort. 
Local elections in New York, 


Montana, California, and California, and Wisconsin have sho'wn 
the possibility of appealing to the electorate from the viewpoint' 
of new parties. 


A new party with sane and enthusiastic organizers and 


promoters is possible at any time. 
A labor party may yet 


emerge. 
The agricultural bloc in congress is a threat. 
The 


Non-Partisan movement in the northwest, seeking not dis- 
similar ends as those professed by the middle-western repre- 
sentatives, succeeded in agitating the entire counti-y. A strong 
third party has never been born here. The past is no warrant 
for what will happen in the future. 


If a new political group took shape tomorrow the miracle 


would not be its presence, but the fact that it had failed to ma- 
terialize before.

RELIEF OF JOBLESS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3—The six-hour 


day, opening of all vacant buildings 
to house the unemployed, and one free 
meal a day to the unemployed, are 
some of the immediate demands made 
upon federal, State and city govern- 
ments by the Unemployed Council of 
Greater New York to relieve the un- 
em^lovment situation 


Sixty representatives of labor or- 


ganizations participated in the meet 
Ing at which the demands were for- 
mulated, which also called for out-of- 
work compensation of ?20 a week for 
all unmarried workers, $25 to married 
workers, and ?30 to all unemployed 
workers with families, the expense 
for these measures to be met by a 
tax on all incomes over ?3,000 


The conference also demanded a 


system of nation wide public employ- 
ment agencies and the abolition of all 
private agencies.
